PRESENTATION Of WAR 
MEDALS 
eg 
10 SHERWOOD FORESTER S. 


When the tst Battalion 5’ enwood Foresters 
swung out of barracks into Queen’s Road Cen- 
tril on Saturday afternoon, and tramped along 
to the New larade Ground, i, was not long ere 
they were joined by a large gathering of civi- 
lians bent on seeing Major-General Sir W. J. 
Gascoigne, K.C.M.Ciy Present the South African 
war mevalomembers oftharegiment. The day 
was beautifully fine, and although the rays of 
the sun were beating - down, uncomfortably hot 
even at five o'clock in the afternoon, the cere- 
mony was a brilliant sucess and thoroughly 
enjoyed by all present, Lieut.Col. H, Wylly, 
CB, was in command and Major L, Gordon 
Cuninung second in command. Fifieen mi- 
nutes to the hour at which the function was 
med in commence, the 3:6 men were drawn 
up inlo three sides of a square, with the colours 
in the centre opposite the saluting base.. Major- 
Gencral Gascoi,ne arrived at five o'clock 
with Major A. B, Hamilon, D.AAG, Chief 
Staff Officer, and Major the Hon. H. W. Tre- 
fusis, D.C. There were also present the officers 
of the Headquarter Staff, who were on parade, 
Lady Gascoigne and Mrs Wyly, Sir W. M. 
Goodman (Chief Justice) Hon. F. I, May, 
CMG, (Colonial Secretary), Mr Justice Wise 
(Puisne Judge), and Bishop Hoare, . 

Major-General Gascoigne said: Colonel 
Wyliy and allranks of the Sherwood Foresters, 
believe me itis a great honour to me to have 
heen asked to present to you to-day the South 
African medals. We in Hongkong here per: 
fectly rémember the breathless interest with 
which we watched the progress of our arms in 
South Africa, beginning from the dark days of 
December nearly four years ago, and passing 
on to the gradually but sill too slowly brighten- 
ing days that followed, culminating in a fight 
toa finish and resulting ina peace which 1 
believe will be permanent and’ lasting and 
which was honourable to both sides concerned, 
The South African War was unique ofits kind 
--first of all, unique in the great natural diffi- 
culties which our arms had.to overcome, and 
next, but above all, uniqute in the fact that the 
South African War woke us up for the first 
lime to recognise the enormous latent solidarity: 
of our glorious Empire. The Colonies, with 
one accord, came forward to help the Mother 
Country in a way which’ the Mothér Country 
will never ‘forget. Jt has cemented for ever 
the bonds of union betweenus. Side by side 
with the Colonial and Regular troops fought 
Yeomanry, Mililia, Volunteers, and a number 
‘of those raised uson the spot, coimposed of 
nen who had up to that tine been civilians, 
but who came forward in ie hour of stress 
and volunteered their services. So the war in 
South Africa was unique, anl it will be looked 
back upon for ever as a. marvellous historical 
event in our history, “Colonel Wylly, your re- 
giment did more than its fair share of the 
arduous and trying work which was brought 
aboul-both arduous and tryitg combined, 1 
have here a list of the services rendered by 
your battalion, and I know that the public of 
Hongkong would like to recognise the services 
performed by the regiment quartered in its 
midst. Suffice it for me just to read-out for 
the present the following facis, which speak 
for themselves:—The total. casualt’es of the 
regiment during the‘campainn were 32 officers 
and 259 non-commissioned officers and men. 
‘jThese include those who fell in the field, 
those whe were wounded: and died of their 
-wounds, and the very small number—because 
itiy a very small comparative number—of men 
‘wha succumbed’ to diséase, The regiment 
-dufing the ‘campaign marched 2,200 niles, 
‘and i had 49 people bonourably mentioned in 
its ranks—quite apart, these, from the officers,

I 
have formed afier forty years! service—ihat ihe 
soldicr who fights best-in the field at the call 
of his country will alsa conduct himself in a 
self-respecting manner in time of peace, Men, 
though Lam about to present these medals to 
you, I wish with all my heart they could have 
been given to you by your Sovereign and 
amongst your own friends and relatives at home.

DIGEST OF SERVICES. 


Tlie following particulars of the corps were 
handed to the representatives of the Pres¢-late 
on Saturday afternoan :-— . : 
" The battalion landed at East London on the 
15th December, 1899, and proceeded by rail 
to Sterkstroom to join the 3rd Division under 
General Gatacre. Took’ part in many reconnais- 
sance round Stormberg ;in theaction of Bethulie 
Bridge, where Lieut. Popham carned his D.S,0. 
by extracting the wires from dynamite charges 
on the road bridge, Qa the 29h April, 1900 

the battalion joined the 21st Brigade under 
Brigadier General Bruce Hamilton and formed 
part of the Eastern Column of the General 
Advance under General lan Hamilton. Pre. 
sent at the actions of Wellzom, Zand River, 
Johannesburg and Diamond Hill; also at the 
Occupation ‘of Winburz, Kroonstradt, Lindley, 
Johannesburg and Pretoria. In the Diamond 
Hill action the battalion sustained the following 
casualties : 3.men were killed and 2 officers and 


21 men wounded. The following Army Order. 


published by the Commander-in-Chief was re- 
corded; “ The colunin under Lieut General lan 
Hamil.on marched 4co miles in 45 days includ- 
ing to days hale; it was engaged with the enemy 
28 times? General Smith-Dorrien wired as 
follows: -“ General an Hamilton srolze most 
highly of behaviour of the old battalion in act- 
jons of ith and tah, I warmly congratulate 
you all and hope wounded are doing well, 
The column ‘alter Te-entering Pretoria was 
immediately ordered to trek South across the 
Vaal in the direction of Bethlehem and when 
near the latter place the battalion joined the 
Force under Colonel Broadwood in the 
chase afier “De Wet", who broke through 
the cordon which resulted in the sur 
render of “ Prinsloo” at Witlebergen. Joining 
General Fitzroy Hart's force the battalion 
still continued in the chase until the enemy 
sipped through Oliphants Nek. From this 
‘period (August 1990) {o the following March 
the battalion occupied various” Posts on the 
lobannesburgz-h L:rksdorp Line. In April, 1901, 
Joined force’ under Colonel Dixon for opera- 
tions in the Western Transvaal; on 29th May 
took part in action of Viakfontein, where the 
batialion recovered two. guns taken by the 
enemy in the early stages of the fight. Casu- 
alities were 18 men killed and 4 officers and 60 
men wounded, On the 3oth Sepiember, 1901, 
(the column in the meantime havin been taken 
over by Colonel Kekewich):it:took part in the 
night attack at Moedwill by the Boers. under 
General Delarey losing 1 officer and'18 men 
illed and died of wounds and 3 officers and 3, 
men wounded.

Everything has figuratively gone’ flat, here 
the past week, In Chinese circles no Edicts 
or movement of any kind indicate anything 
goingon, The few persons left in Tientsin aye 
interested chiefly in the opening of the new 
church here, which after three years hard work, 
interrupted by the Siege, is tobe consecrated 
and used forthe first time on Sunday 19th.

Though somewhat lacking in architectural 
beauty:on the outside, once inside one is im- 
pressed by the dignity of the lofly roof rising 
in magnificent arches into a dome lined with 
dark polished wood, the chancel being circular 
and lighted by narrow stained glass windows. 
The altar is richly curlained and the new altar 
frontals are very handsome; these, also the 
crossand candle, being gifts'in memory of the 
late Mr, Scot, as is the beautiful litde lady 
chapel in course of erection. The pulpit has: 
been given by six British officers who were 
stationed in Tientsin and attended the tem- 
_] porary church room, while the very handsome 
solid brass Icctern, eagle with outstretched 
wings, is given by nine Tientsis residents 
in memory of the late Mr. Munro of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank.
